There were a number of 
bones unearthed at the time, but they 
were supposed to have been those of 
Indians until Colonel Travis visited the 
scene. He found unmistakable evidence, 
he says, that the bones were those of | 
the former governor. He asked the; 
county for a sufficient number of men 
to have the body properly exhumed and 
prepared for burial elsewhere. The re- 
quest was granted.

OUTLOOK FOR DYESTUFFS. 


The most optimistic tone in connéction 
with the dyestuffs situation yet spoken. 
comes from the annual convention of the 
National Association of Cotton Manufac- 
turers, in Boston, this week. According to 
announcements made theré the problem of 
reconstructing the dyestuffs industry in this 
country, so as to insure a regular and per- 
manent supply, is nearing solution. 

If this is true, it is very different from 
the information which was given at the 
meeting of the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ association- recently held in Atlanta. 
in the Atlanta convention it wag stated that 
it would be necessary for* the democratic 
congress to make material concessions re- 
garding the tariff on dyestuffs, in order to 
insure the permanent establishment of the 
industry in this country upon a sound and 
‘satisfactory basis. | 

It may be that the eastern manufacturers 

hope for a sufficient tariff to solve the prob- 
lem, but of this-no mention is made in the 
reports of their deliberations. 

Referring to American dyestuffs needs, 
and the fact that necessity has brought to 
light many studies tending to develop the 
industry, Edw. S. Chapin, of Boston, com- 
missioned by the association to study the 
conditions caused ‘by the war, reported that 

in his opinion the situation could be worked 
out domestically. In this connection he 
said: 


It has been proved conclusively that 
the natural dyestuffs can and should be 
used for many. purposes not. hitherto 
dreamed of. Dyeing methods have been 
compiled and elaborated, which give, 
with the use of natural dyewoods, a pleas- 
ing and practicable diversification of 
shades. The erection of:a.comprehen- 
sive coal tar industry is a thoroughly 

sound and desirable proposition. 


Mr. Chapin seems to incline to the view 
that there is a way out for the industry, 
regardless of what the democratic congress 

may do. It is to be hoped that this is true. 
At the same time, democratic refusal to 
extend the required aid to this industry, 
when it could be done without in the least 
affecting the consumer, is, in any 
fortunate. : 

In order to insure the proper development 

of the dyestuffs industry in the United 
States it may still be imperative that the 
tariff asked for allowed. Nor can there 
be any reasonable objection to it. If it were 
a guestion of taking money out of the 
‘pockets of the consumer there might be 
some reason for democratic hesitation; but 
it has been proven that there can be no 
such effect, because the amount of dyestuff 
entering into the ordinary article of retail 


purchase is so small as to be practically in- 


considerable. er: 

While we are upon the subject of pré- 
paredness, it is well to think about that:

COTTON USED AT HOME. 


According to figures relative to the con- 
sumption’ of cotton in American manufactur- 
ing plants, we are rapidly reaching a point 
where the south may become practically 


as consumers of its chief product. 

Census figures show that the total con- 
sumptien of cotton in the United States for 
March was 613,625 bales, in addition to 
80,905 of linters, or an aggregate of 694,530 
bales for the month. 

The report shows that up to the end of 
March the total American consumption was 
nearly 4,900,000 bales. If the same rate is 
maintained to the end.of the season it will 
mean an additional consumption of 2,800,000 
bales, or a total American consumption of 
7,700,000 bales, which is considerably more 
than 50 per cent of the entire crop of 1915. 

The rapid rate of increase shown in the 
‘American consumption of cotton is the most 
“significant and’ striking evidence of the 
March report. If home consumption should 
continue, even in the present ratio, it would 
reach next year a total of approximately 
9,000,000 bales. In fact, it is stated that 
this figure must be regarded as a conserva- 
tive estimate of the American requirements 


for next season. 


With American mills running at full 
speed, and new looms and spindles being 
added daily, we may readily anticipate that 
the demand in this country for the raw 
product will be even greater next year than 
now. But putting it very conservatively at 
8,000,000 bales, if the south makes prac- 
tically the same crop as wag made in 1915, 
it will leave much less than 40 per cent of it 
for export. 

This situation should be one of extraordi- 
Mary encouragement to the farmers. If 
maintained, it means a foreign demand for 
cotton which; in connection with the rapidly 
growing American consumption, must pro- 
duce better prices and a more stable market. 

It does not mean that the southern 
farmer is at liberty to scatter cotton seed 
broadcast over his acres, and expect the re- 
turn of substantial profit; but if he will 
follow the good advice which has been given 
him, and at least live at home, with per- 
haps some food and forage crops to sell, he 
will gradually attain that position of inde 
pendence to which he has so long aspired. 


WAR TASKS OF WOMEN. 


The women of Europe are fighting for 
their country as bravely as the men at the 
front. 
They are fighting the home-fight—the 
battle for bread; to keep the home-fires 
burning and the table spread while fathers, 
‘husbands, sons and brothers are away. 

They are active in every department of 
industry, doing the work of men—shrinking 
at no service which might contribute to 
their country’s welfare. 

This is notably the case on the farms of 
France, where women are engaged in the 
work of food production, to the extent that 
their work has inspired the women of Eng- 
land to the accomplishment of similar tasks. 

The Manchester Guardian says that at 
the beginning of the battle of Verdun a depu- 
tation of English women visited France, and 
saw for themselves that “most of the farm 
work was being done by the wives and 
mothers of men engaged in the tremendous 
struggle whose thunder could be plainly 
heard on the farms.” And this is the pic- 
ture, as they saw it: ‘ 


They found that from the moment of 
mobilization the women had taken up 
the vital work of food production as 
their natural task. If they did not know 
how, they learned. One soldier's wife, 
who had never touched a plow until her 
husband and brother went, was able, 
after two days’ instruction, to plow 
fifty to seventy acres unaided. She was 
one of many’ who proved that “women 
can erform much agricultural work 
that ‘English people believe impossible 
to them.” f 


The women have, indeed, filled men's 
places in a wonderful way.“ One French 
woman said: . “ee 


“My husband and two of my brothers 
fell fighting for France, but I still live 
to fight—to work for France, in any 
way can. The little ones must have 
food and shelter. I work for them. 
There are two boys who may fight for 
France some day. All the women work 
to help their country.” 8 


And the German women work, and fight 
the home-battles that way; and English 
women are learning of them. 

The pity of it all is that it should be so— 
that women have to do the tasks of men 
hard and bitter tasks often, because they 
take with them to the labors they must 
perform the grief war has given to their 
hearts and homes, It is the work of self- 
denial—of many _ sacrifices, but not less 
bravely is it accepted and performed be- 
cause it is toil with tears.

(From Christian Science Monitor.) 

Those who still smile and chuckle and 
laugh outright over the sketches and 
sayings of the inimitable and unforget- 
able Charles Farrar Browne, otherwise Arte- 
mus Ward, will, of course, readily recall the 
account of his first visit to Boston, in the 
early sixties. The great organ had recently 
been installed in the Music hall on Winter 
street, and all Boston, Puritan and plebian, 
rich and poor, proud and humble, big and 
little, was talking about it. It was the work 
of the Messrs. Walcker, of Ludwigsburg, in 
Bavaria, and had 5,474 pipes. For weeks and 
months., in 1863 and 1864, the Music hall was 
open daily to streams of visitors from all 
parts of the country anxious to see the in- 
strument. The public school and Sunday 
school children used to be marched into the 
great auditorium, lectured on the great or- 
gan, its 5,474 pipes, the volume, tone and 
color of their notes, and then marched out 
again. : 

According to Artemus Ward's own version 
of his visit, he was asked, in Toledo, when 
he bought a ticket to Boston, if he were 
going there to see the Grate Orgin. The 
conductor of his train, on taking up his 
ticket, said he envied him because he (Arte- 
mus) was going to be able eo see the Grate 
Orgin. Chance way-station acquaintances 
on the train gathered around him and.con- 
gratulated him when they learned he was

Lady Harriet is bored with the mo- 
notony of her life at court, and the 
ladies, to cheer her, sing “Why These 
Clouds of Sadness?”.and Nancy pre- 
sents her a bouquet and a set of jewels 
sent by Sir Tristan, Harriet’s elderly 
cousin and her devout admirer. These 
proffered gifts, however, Harriet wear- 
ily rejects. 

Lady Harriet dismisses all of the 
ladies save Nancy, and the two sing 
“Ah, These Tears,” when Sir Tristan 
enters, and several songs are sung by 
the three.

Columbia, S. C., April 27.—Sustaining 
the constitutionality of the anti- com- 
pact fire insurance act, the supreme 
ccurt of South Carolina tonignt ren- 
dered a decision refusinf to enjoin the 
insurance commissioner and the attor- 
ney general from enforcing the terms 
of the law. The petition of David E. 
Henderson, a fire insurance agent of 
Charleston, for an injunction, was dis- 
missed by the order of the court, signed 
by all of the justices. — 

The anti-compact law was passed 
by the last legislature and was de- 
signed to prevent rate making compbi- 
naticns. Since the passage of the law 
sixty-seven fire insurance companies 
have withdrawn from the state. 

The constitutionxutity of the act was 
attacked on many grounds. All objec- 
tions were overruled by the court’s 
decision.
